Horrip Cruecty or a Fatuer. 

Acrime ofthe most horrid nature has 

| just been discovered in a little village near 
| Landan, Rhemish Barravia. The ages of 
barbarism can hardly offer an example of a 
ease of such atrocious cruelty.

| lage resided a respectable family, consisting 
; of the father, mother, son and daughter. 
| Untill the year 1823 they had always lived 
togather in the greatest harmony. At that 
period the daughter, then very young, for- 
med an attachment toa man of low. birth 
and connection~, which circumstances gave 
the greatest offence to her family, and more 
especially to her father. Neither entreaties 
nor menaces were of availto shake the 
young lady’s affection for ber lover ; and 
the father, seeing that all was vain, resolv- 
ed to employ the most horrible means to be 
| revenged on her. He made her go down 
into one of the cellars of the honse, where 
he walled a space in a corner, so as to form 
a narrow dungeon, the entrance to which 
he afterwards closed up with stones and 
mortar, leaving only a small aperture, thro- 
ugh which the hand could he introduced for 
the purpose of supplying her with food. He 
then, to allay the suspisions of his neighbors 
gave out that he had sent his daughter to a 
boarding school. Shortly after he spread 
arumor that she was dead and went into 
mourning for her. During seven years the 
unfortunate girl remained enclosed in’ this 
dungeon. Evry week her father took her 
| down fresh straw to lie upon, and a meas- 
| ure of boiled potatoes, which was to serve 
| ber foe her whole nourishment until the 
| next visir, A short timeagoa happy acci- 
| dent delivered her from this dreadful) dur- 
ance, One of the servant maids, whose cu- 
| riosity had been excited by the father’s eon- 
duet, and by the cireumstance of its being 
strietly forbidden to all the family to enter 
the cellar, resolved to approneh the inter- 
dicted cave. When at the door she began 
to sing, and soon afterwards she heard a 
faint cry in one corner. Approaching the 
spot whence tde sound proceeded, she was 
soon informed of all the circumstances of this 
horrid affair. The maid immediately gave 
information to the authorities of the place, 
who, on arriving, released the wretched he- 
ling from her long and doleful captivity. 
, The father and mother have been placed in 
Leustody. The unfortunate girl, on being 
| restored to the light of the day, presented 
the most hideous appearance. She was 
unable to stand, her legs baving been so 
| long bent under her, as to have deprived 
| her ofalluse of them. Her body was cov- 
ered with hair, and it was hardly possible to

recognize a human beingin the miserable 
and deformed object.
